A Lady Hills Herself Wiith Morphiae
Becanuse She In Cired of Life—Anotner
Dentroys Life for & Whim, Ete,

eily, Mr, Moseley, returued from his work, and
found Mre, Mose o‘y lying en the lounge, who
rn:gt him to reas ]to her, which é:s- id, ahe
aughing at several paragrapha, he tnally
toid kim_to go and cutphh supper, which was on
the table in another room, remarking “‘thac ho
would nd some of the nicest bread he everote,”
and then throwing her handkercuiel over her
face, turned over, remarking that 'she wis tired

Mr. Moseley went on reading, and In a few
moments & Mrs, Biood, who lives across che hall
in the sume block, came In with u white waist
which Mre, Moseley had ssked hec to **do up”
for her as she was washiog, and seeing Mr.
Moseley, told him thot there was Mrs, Mosoley's
walst, and Mr, Moseley replied that she wae
asleep, he guessed, but that e would wake her,
and siepped to the lofinge and lilted the Lhand-
kerchier from her Iace, and tmmedintely saw
that something was the matter with her, as her
eyes were open and turned back,

He immediately went tor the physiclan, who
administered the proper antidoies, bal withoat
reliel to tha safferer.

“IL is oseless for Corongr Didama to make
any exawination, lor this will prove that I
killed myseli with my eyes open, sad in the
tul) enjoyment of my senses, and will also prove
what | have always sald—ihat I am not atvald
to die. I want you to send my mother all my
clothes, and remember'tis my dying request that
you shall ulways help ber as long as you have
anything left 1o divide; give her what you would
have given me had | hyed.

*1 should huve done this long since, bot for
her—it has been my constant study tor the past
year. Do not mourn for me, I love you both,
and do not wish to make you trouble, bal [ am
80 tired of Hfe I cannor be happy mysell nor
make others around me. 1 shall take ffty-five
cents worth of morphine (515 P. M. )

This explalned Lhe illness of Mrs, Moseley, and
Doctors Bearle and Mercer were also called, bul
the large dose and lengih of time it had been
taken, prevented all eflforts to overcome the
effects of the poison, and she died at about 11
o'clock last t. Mrs, Moseley was aged sbout
twenty-two or three years, aud has been married
nearly years,

Bhe was n woman of excellent qgualities, and
during yesterday she was enguged in soliciting
sumr!p}iom Lo ald & poor woman in purchasing
a2 sewimg-muchine, and collected #ix dollars,
which she handed to the woman for whom it
was intended, She washed and dressed herself
witk scrupulous care beiore luking the fatal

tion, and from clrenmstauces must have writ

n the first ;ii.rt of the letter prior to taking the
poison, as the two latter portions of the letter
were written very pooily, showing that she was
under the influence of the drug, Mrs. Moseley
was o spiritualist, and believed thut she ¢ould
be present wi'h her husband in spirit as well as
in body, and this may have been one of the in-
ducements which led to the sadwsct,

The fact that cholera is lurking about the
wity, the crowded tenemen and
n rear yarda, cannot be gainsald, unwise
n:d\hn‘:nmuvthvm wit now, snd
the localitiea where flth, an impure atmo-
sphere, and the tenani-house population most
atound, as might have been omotodlrm those
the disease selegls for its haunis. The oases
that have oecurred hinve been thus far promptiy
reporied to the Board of Health, who have
used the best dimniectants known to
wherever they bave been able to find any trages
of the dieense, or any causes thut wo be
hkely to sid in producing an epldemic, v
do not hope, under ¢ clronmstances, to
save the lives of patients, although they turnish
physieians whenever they may be ed, with-
oni’mwm.-rlng with regular practitioners; but
they expeot, by taking charge of the premies
where the disease manifests fwelf, the privies
into which the defectiona have beea thrown,
and the ¢lothipg and bedding that may have
becn solled by the patient, and by thoroughly
clepnsing and purliving them, to arrest the
spread ol she inteotion,

They deluge these places with prophylactios,
covering the yurds with lime, fumigating dwell-
ings with eblorine, and mundating water-closets
with n sntutated solution of sulphate o! iron,
Beruden this, thelr ingpectors visit every house
In the vicinily whgre cuolers ig known to have
occurred, ke (tHe names ol those who are saf-
fering (rom olarrhou, and, in cases where 4 s
deemed necessury, give such preseriptions us ox.
perienee has skown o be best for the purpose
ol preventing the contintance of the disease,
The fotlowing has boen recommended by some
(IirtiupuInhurpl:ulrimw. and way be used, if a
doctor cannot be yonnedistely obtuined, in seri-
ons cases of dimrrhoea:—Tinctore of Oplom,
Tneture of Camphbor, Tinoture of Capsicum, of
ench 1 deawm; Chilorororm, half a deam ; mix aod
toke hull & tenspoonful after every evacuation,
This will, in most jostance:, cure o dinrchaa,
but it does not follow (hat it will cure cholera.
The typhoid symptoms which the disease leaves
bl'l-llll\.l it mibe system must have other ireat-
ment; but much has been gained when these
characteristios have been overcome, By the nse
of the above remedy, untll & pa‘ient can be
seen by a physician, & recovery may occur which
would be hopeless Il the disease were permitted
fo go uncheeked into a o full or even partinl
collapse,

FATAL CASE OF CHOLERA IN CHERRY STREET,

The fatal case ol cholera roported to the
Bdrxd of Henlth was that of Patrick Shea, an
Ivieh emigrant, who came to this city by the
steamehip Liverpool sbout fonr wecks ago, and
sinoe his nrrival bhag been living with his
daughter at No, 61 Cheriy street. He was in
usunl Lealth ontil a'ter midonight ol Tuesday,
but at 5 o'clock the unext morning was tound
totterng to the yard, and said that was the
geventh time he had been up within an  hour or
two. Al 10 o'clock of Wednesday he was seen
by Dr. McQGinn, who reported that he then pre-
senled the aspects of a patlent in cholera, Col-
lapse gradusily supervéned, with husky voice
and a succession of flulds irom the surines until
3 P, M., when be was in full collapse, He re-
mained 1o this condition about siz hours, and
vled at 9 o’clock in the evening.

During the night the precautions against in-
fection from the evacuations were carried out
to an extent that would scarcely be necessary
in ordiuary localities. All the quick lime, ehlo-
ride o hime snd copperas that could be procured
al the late hour were used about the premises,
The clothing and bedding that had been soiled
were fmmedmtely saturated with chlorinated
8oda, and orders were given to boll them lor an
hour as socn as practicable in water permeated
with prrmanganate of potash. Fifteen barrels
of quick-lime and an equal amount of the chea
coal tar and gypsum powders were distribute
in the yards and gu'ters of the five blocks of
which No. 51 Cherry street is the centre,
Yesterday morning six inspectors went to
work early to procure the names and ages ol the
gick In the district we have named, the nalure
ol any dinrrhaa that may be found, bow long it
moy have been in progress, the number of per-
sone in each family, and the pumber of families
in each house, with a full deta'l of all their sani-
taxy wants, ‘This s, perhaps, one of the most
crowded and filthy districts in the city, and the
cuse that died there Wednesday night one ot the
most virulent that has yet inken place, A gep-
tleman who_suw the case and ho his seen
cholurs u every torm, says that **Cholera of
this kind would kill 500 persous in ten days, in
the Fourth or Seventh Ward, if the disease
ebould assume an epidemic form.” The precan-
tions the Health authorities have taken we have
po doubt will arrest the disease, but the hubits
of the popu'ation in the neighborhood are such
that induce them (o fear the worst, though in
